The men, whoincluded many former 
N.C.0.'s in the British Army, 
presented a sorry spectacle on their 
arrival at Victoria. 

Blankets were substituted for 
ovorcoat, canvas for boots, Tew were 
in possession of headgear, and none 
wore underclothing. 

Bitter stories were ; told of ill- 
treatment. Many, thoy allege, wore 
slashed with whips, beaten with rifles, 
and tied to posts because they were 
unable to comprehend tho eau

—a force shout 2,00) strong, com- 
posed of Germens, Italians, Greeks, 
Frenchmen, and recruits of all 
‘nationalities. Many of them were 
ex-convicts, 

“Ail our officers and most of the 
iN.C.0.'s were Spaniards, and for no 
other reason than because we could 
not understand their words of com- 
mand they would bit us wth rifles, 
and whips. 

“Qne man accidentally collided 
with a Spanish officer. For this he 
was put into prison, and ao bag of 
stones, weighing about 160)b., was 
tied round his neck. He had to 
endure this until he collapsed. 

“This same punishment was meted 
out to me for being absent from camp 
for five hours. J waa put into prison 
for six weeks without having been 
tried, and every day for eight days I 
had to carry a huge bag of stones on 
my back—for four hours in the 
morning and four in the afternoon. 

“Our uniform waa of thin khaki 
drill, We had no overcoats or 
blankets, although the nights were 
bitterly cold. We had no stockings, 
and the only proteetiun for our feet 
was a pair of thin canvas shoes. 

“Men with sorea all over thoir 
bodies were left unsttended by tho 
doctors, and even cases of dysentery 
were neglected. 

All the fighting was left to the 
Foreign Legion. The Spanish re- 
gulars were kept in tho rear in re- 
serve, while we were used as ‘storm 
troops.”
